Judge Foster Refuses to Dismiss 
um Bribery Case Because ~ 
of Continuances. 


‘State Senator Frank H. Farris of Steel- 
ville, Crawford County, must stand trial 
in St. Louis on the charge of receiving 
$1000 for his vote in connection with the 
alum baking powder legislation at the 191 
session of the General Assembly, Judge 
Foster of Division No. 9 of the Circuit 
Court refusing Tuesday to quash the case 
on the motion of the defense that it had be- 
come outlawed by repeated continuances. 

Senator Farris is also under indictment. 
at Jefferson City for bribery, growing out 
of the same offense. It is held by the 
prosecuting authorities that the agreement 

+. between Farris and former Lieutenant- 
Governor John A. Lee, who negotiated the 
boodle deal for the $20,000,000 Baking Pow- 
der Trust, was made at the State Capitol, 
while the money was paid in St. Louis; 
hence indictments may returned in 
both alaces. . 

Senator Farris was tried once at Jef- 
ferson City, but the jury failed to agree. 
Subsequently the case was transferred to 
Maries County. Attorney-Genefal Had- 
ley a-month ago nolle prossed the case 
there and caused to be returned a new 
indictment against Farris at Jefferson City, 
where the case wil] be taken up May 22. 

The former Heutenant-governor was also 
indicted by the recent Cole County grand 
jury. . 

Lee was the ‘star ‘witness for the State, 
and just how the prosecuting officials ex- 
peet to make a case without his testimony 
is not clear. 

In the Bt. Louts court the Farris case 
was continued generally several times, ow- 
ing to the delay in the trial of his case 
at Jefferson City. 

Attorney Jourdan, for Farris, held that 
when the State continues a case three | 
times or more, without the comsent of | 
the other side, the defendant must be dis- 
missed. .

Nevertheless, although she was not at 
anv period of her life a society woman, 
Miss McKee kept up a large circle of 
friends and attended receptions and tho 
auieter social functions. of St. Louis until 
her health began to fai) several years ago. 
Her father dying in 1879, her. mother was 
from that time until her own death in 1892 
her constant and dearly-loved companion, 
After the latter’s death Miss McKee lived 
alone in the family home at 3028 Pine street, 
her home for 2% years, attended by her 
faithful maid, Mary Connors, who has been 
in her service over 80 rears. 

Just before Mrs. McKee's death, a rela- 
tive of the family says, she expressed her 
sorrow that Dllen had never married. a 

“She will be so lonely when I am gone, 
the mother said. “I wish that she had 
met someone whom she loved well enough 
to marry, 90 that now she would have 
her own family about her. She will be 
lonely.”’ s 

But this was not fully the case, because 
Miss McKee’s warm heart forbade such & 
fate. She spent upon her kinsfolk and 
close friends tha affection that was a part 
of her nature, and found happiness in 
doing good unostentatiously. 


Tribute From Aged Aunt. 


“She was the most unselfish person I 
ever knew,” said Mrs. Martha Ray, the 
venerable 36-year-old aunt of the deceased, 
“and it was her greatest pleasure to be 
generous to others. Many a time we have 
laughed at her when she would make a 
‘resent of some hamdsome piece of wear- 
om apparel to some of her kin, herself 
wearing the simplest and plainest clothes, 
and we would ask her why she did not buy 
finer gowns for her own. wear. 

“‘y can't afford it,’ she would reply, 
laughing. ‘And it gives me more pleasure 
to give somebody else these things than 
to wear them_myself.” 

One of Miss McKee's greatest Raeness. 
it is said, was the buying of Christmas 
resents for her relatives and friends. It 
s told of her that she made a regular 
‘giving’ carnival at Christmas-time, and 
was supremely happy when the season 
came that gave her the freest excuse for 
indulging almost without limit her passion 
for remembering those whom she loved 
with gifts. She would spend weeks down- 
town selecting Christmas presents, and, in 
addition to tuying gifts for those espe- 
cially dear to her, she made many little 
poor children haprv with presents of toys 
ard other Christmas tokens. 


McKee Cottage for Orphans. 
The charities in 'which Miss McKee was 
especially interested were the McKee Cot- 
tage for Orphans, which she built and eén- 


dowed in Webster, Mo., several years ago, 
the Girls’ Industrial Home, the Oid Ladies’ 
Home and the Frésh Air and Free Play- 
grounds Mission. But she di not confine 
her giving to these institutions, being al- 
Ways ready to respond to any call for help 
in behalf of a worthy cause, Her mail is 
said to have been almost as heavy as that 
of ‘Helen Gould, and the majority of let- 
ters sought to eniist her aid in charitable 
work. 

“She never refused if. she thought the 
cause deserving,’ sald Miss McKee's maid, 
Mary Connors, to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Mionday. “And it made no difference to 
her of what religious denomination might 
be the society or the individual who asked 
for help. She was equally good to all. Shé 
was one of the best women that ever lived.” 

It is said that Miss McKee's library at 
the old family resid@nce on Pine street is 
probably the largest and most complete 
private library in St. Louis. She inherited 
all her father’s books and.added to the col- 
lection throughout her own life. When the 
late Joseph’ B. McCullagh, for many years 
editor-in-chief of the Globe-Democrat, died, 
she purchased his library from his execu- 
tors and added it. to her own. She was 
an untiring reader and lover of books, also 
something of an artist in her girlhood days, 
her relatives possessing seteral examples 
of her clever crayon work of ‘years ago.

ment whatever that will imperil the de- 
livery of meat supplies,” said Manager 
Connors of that company today. 

Assistant Chief of Police Schuettler said 
today that he had 1500 men on strike duty. 
This force he claimed to be able to pro- 
tect 30 wagons In caravangy Where single 
wagons are sent out a guard of six pa- 
trolmen is provided. 

One of the picturesque sights witnessed 
today was a procession of 0 nonunion 
colored teamsters, going from their lodg- 
ings to the Employers’ Teaming Co.'s 
barns at Franklin street and Jackson boul- 
evar]. The negroes were led by a white 
man, Frank Curry, formerly a street car 
gtipman, who became a strike breaker dur- 
ing the city railway strike here some 
months ago and who has recently been 
active in labor troubles in St. Louis. 


Crowds Lack Nerve. 

Crowds followed Ourry’s novel proces- 
sion, but the size of the force of nonunion- 
ists and the fact that they were accom- 
panded by 50 policemen seemed at first to 
act as a deterrent from any tendency to- 
ward rioting. 

As the procession turned into Jackson 
boulevard from Michigian avenue, howéver, 
the increasing crowd of strike sympathiz- 
ers, with yells of defiance, began throwing 
stones and bricks. Police Lievwtenant Dij- 
lon was struck on the head. He staggered 
and would have fallen had ndét several of 
the strike-breakers caught and sustained 
him. Other police and a number of strike- 
breakers were also hit. The march in 
Jackson boulevard was stormy, but the 
barns at Franklin street were reached 
without severe injury to anyone. 

One of the liveliest disturbances of the 
‘day ocourred within a block of the 
Auditorium Hotel. 

Shooting was resorted to by colored non- 
union men this morning at Harrison street 
and Wabash avenue. Three wagons, form- 
erly owned by the Edwin F. Daniels Coal 
company, were being driven south in 
Wabash avenue. At Harrison street a 


and guards. Sticks, tiling, broken bottles 
and other missilee were thrown, many of 
the missiles striking the negroes. 

F. B. Carter, one of the. colored guards 
drew a revolver and shot at Henry 
Schultz, whg, it is alleged, wag approach- 
ing Carter. The bullet struck Schultz in 
the left side. He ran south\in Wabash 
avenue for half a block before he fell, 
weakened by loss of blood. 

The crowd was thoroughly enraged ait 
the action of the negroes, and although 
two more shots were fired the nonuntonists 
were quickly. closed in upon and beaten 
fearfully. (A riot call was sent to the 
nearest police station. Seventy policemen 
under Inspector Patrick J. Lavin hurried 
to the scene and dispersed the crowd with 
vigor. 

Contrary to anmouncement, no order was 
issued today for the arming of non-union 
drivers with rifles. Supt. Reed of the Em- 
ployers’ Teaming Co., said he did not 
know when the order would be issued, if 
at all. He denied having said that such a 
move would be made. 

Secretary F. W. Job of the Employers’ 
Association made a similar denial. 

One of the obstacles to the use of rifles 
is the action taken by the City Council 
last night, directing the enforcement of 
state laws prohibiting unauthorized per- 
sons from carrying rifices in the street. 
There is also a law against shooting with- 
in the city limits and against brandishing 
a weapon in a threatening manner. 

A hundred cobored men imported as 
strike-breakers by the employers’ team- 
ing company struck today. The negroes 
complained they could not protect them- 
selves with wooden aticks or canes which 
were being furntshed by the company. 
The colored men deckared that the canes, 
however stout, cannot give protection 
against bricks, stones or similar missiles. 
The men wanted revolvers. Their request 
was refused and they quit work. 

The crisis in the fuel situation is expected 
to come either to-day or to-morrow. With 
the exception of Marshall Field & Co., and 
one or two of the other big houses, the 
supply of fuel on hand in State street 
averages from two to four days. Marshal] 
Field & Co. have coal for two weeks. , 


Street Cars in Peril. 

The peril of the situation was emphasized 
by John C. Fetzer, received for the union 
Traction Co, who said: “In several of our 
stations, unless we get coal within 24 hours, 
we will have to close down. Of course, we 
will try every possible means to alleviate 
the difficulty first."’ 

The importation of 1500 strike-breakers, 
many of them negroes, from St. Louis and 
other big cities has caused the strikers 
to become wégly and rioting as a con. 
sequence is more open and vicious and at- 
tacks on nonunion men are more frequent 
and daring than at any time since the be- 
ginning of the trouble: 

Last night the city council passed an 
order requesting the corporation council for 
an opinion, ‘“‘Whether the importation of 
1500 penniless men was not a menace to the 


the men who imported them could not be 
held responsible if the strike-breakers be- 
came a burden on the people.

The programme will not be changed 
in any detail owing togthe disorder.

Bomb-Throwing Begins. 

Then the bomb throwing began, and in 
half a dozen different places the explosives 
were hurled into the ranks of the police 
and soldiers. In almost eVery instance 
the soldiers retaliated by firing into any 
crowd that might be in the vicinity, re- 
gardiess of whether or not the bomb came 
from that direction. 

The fact that at noon today things are 
outwardly calm makes the situation none 
the less grave. 

Workmen are going from-factory td fac- 
tory, compelling their comrades to strike, 
and the probability of further conflicts 
arouses the keenest apprehension. The 
bodies of the 30 odd persons killed by the 
troops on Zelazna street yesterday are 
still lying in the morgues awaiting identif- 
cation. Ten of the wounded, who were 
taken to hospitals, died of their wounds. 


Women and Children Clubbed. 


During the encounter in Jerusalem street 
the troops not only fired a volley but used 
the butts of their rifles and their bayonets 
and swords. Many women and children 
had their heads and limbs broken. Some 
of the injuries were of a terrible nature 
and there were cases where the soldiers 
entered the courtyards of houses and at- 
tacked those hiding there. 

At Kalisz, during a service ini a church 
yesterday, the congregation began singing 
patriotic songs, whereupon soldiers and 
police entered the building and attacked 
the people, wounding many of them. A 
free fight ensued during which weapons 
were wrested from the police, shots were 
exchanged and stones were thrown. A 
dragvon, a woman and a man were killed 
inside the church.

MASSACRE IS JUSTIFIED 
BY PREVIOUS WARNINGS 


ST. PETERSBURG, May 2.—Bad as was 
the rioting at Warsaw, Lodz, Kalisz and 
other places in Poland yesterday, and 
venomous as was the hostility everywhere 
displayed against the police and the Rus- 
sian authorities, the uprising was far jeas 
formidable and the results less bloody than 
anticipated. , 

The authorities had given due warning of 
their intention to permit no demonstration. 
and the troops quelled the leesdveahaae 
ruthlessly. 

All reports, however, indicate that the 
demonstrators were comparatively few in 
number, the vast bulk of the population, 
fearing trouble, remaining indoors.

Shortly after 12 o'clock Charles A. Moder 
of 2121 South Twelfth street, a city sales- 
man: for the Wertheimer-Schwartz Shoe 
Co.. Went to his dinner at the boarding 
house of Mrs. Craig, 422 Pine street, leav- 
ing in front of that number his buggy, in 
which were his samples, valued at $200. 

Just as he was finishing dinner two men 
approached the buggy, saw the valuable 
samples which it contained and, quickly 
cutting the halter that held the horse, 
jumped in the buggy and, lashing the ani- 
mal to full speed, drove away eastward on 
Pine street. 

Moder emerged from the front door just 
in time to see their filght, and at once gave 
chase.

Stella Davis, ‘“Coinacker Queen,’ met

May 2.—After weeks of 
cogitation, Joseph F. Darling, the New 
York lawyer in jall at Gautemala City, 
Saturday decide¢ to get himself out by pro” 
ducing hail for $120. 
ante. wes imprisoned for contempt. Instead 
iis s DUPEINR himself of the contempt charge, 


or of putting up the bail required to entitle 
him to a trial before a ea other than the 
committing magistrate. arling appealed 
to the American minister and. cursed the 
Guatemalan government. 

Attorney-General Mayer of New York 
took up the case with the state depari- 
ment. Solicitor Penfield held that Darling 
should treat the Guatemalan authorities 
with the same respect that he would have 
to accord to judges ir his own country, 
and in his opinion the Guatemalan authori- 
ties treated Darling with a great deal of 
forbearance. 

Darline at first thoueht he would rather 
die in jail than apologize or put up ball. 
Then he came to the conclusion that he 
could not be a neighbor to the two-inch 
cockroaches with which his cell was in- 
fested. He offered bonds of the Guatemal- 
an government as bail. but the officials did 
not regard theca as gee security and cam- 
relled him to deposit gold.
